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THE DIVINE ILLUMINISM.

“For God, who commanded the light toshine out of dark- 
ness, hath shined in our hearts, to give the light of the knowl- 
edge of the glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ.” IT. Cor. 


4; 6 
We live in an age distinguished for its devotion to 
the study of material things and forces. The assertion 
18 frequently and most positively made that physical 
science has banished God into the realm of the unknow- 
able. But the effort to get rid of mind by identifying 
it with matter is a failure. There is a distinction and 
an essential difference between the two. We know that 
. matter has form and shape, but we can not say so much 
for the mind. Ideas, so far as we know, are not round 
or triangular or spherical. We may speak of a two- 
inch auger ora ten-pound weight, but not of a two- 
inch thought or a ten-pound idea. 
In 1868 Prof. Tyndall, in pensive sadness, sat on the

on that far-off time when the earth was parts of-molten 





mist which science believes was the original conditions 


of things. He then asked, “Did this molten mist 
contain all that was to be, including himself, his pres- 
ent thought, and pensive sadness?” In 1874 he an- 
swered, “Yes.” His own thought was a part of that 
fiery mist out of which the world was born. 

The particles of matter which’compose my body may 
have been in that “mist,” but was my soul there? 
Reason and common sense answer no; for intelligence 
and life can not come from non-intelligence and death. 
It has been well said that “life proceeds from life, and 
nothing but life.’ Now, if I am not willing for the 
theologian to persuade me that I sinned in Adam, I 
will not allow the materialist to persuade me that I 


existed ages before Adam. 
When we ask by what process this vast earth came 


to its present form, we shall find opening before us 
some most remarkable chapters in the two books in 
which is recorded the works of God. 
us how the earth was prepared for man, and the book 


of nature shows the manner in which it was accom-

out form and void, and darkness covered the face of

posed, and in its first state was formless, diffused, or 
“void,” and when it had been ‘carried forward to the 
form of a globe “the spirit of God moved upon the face 
of the waters, and God said, Let there be light, and 
there was light.’ And seeing that the light was good 
he divided the light from the darkness, and called the 
one day and the other night. -This was the first day. 
Then after a period of perhaps thousands upon thou- 
sands of years God again said, ‘“ Let there be a firma- 
ment.” And another period passes away in the form- 
ation of the firmament and the separation of the water 
from the land; but when the waters were gathered 
in one place, God called the ‘dry land earth and 
the waters called he seas.’ And we have the sec- 
ond day of creation. And thus through each period 
(day) there is something higher developed. God said, 
“Let the earth bring forth grass and herbs and trees, 
each yielding fruit after his kind.” Then in the fourth 
period he set the “greater light” and the “lesser lights” 
in the firmament to rule the days and seasons and 
years. Then God said, “ Let the waters bring forth 
abundantly the moving creature, * * * andthe 
waters brought forth after their kind,” ete. Then in 
the sixth period God said, “Let the earth bring forth 
living creatures after his kind,” ete. Then he said, 
* Let us make man in our own image, after our likeness, 
and let him have dominion over the land and all these 
lower forms of life.”” And so ended the sixth period; 
and now God is resting in the seventh. This, in a 
word, is what the Bible tells of the creation. 

And when we come to the book of nature we find all 
these things in the same order of creation or develop- 
ment as recorded in the Bible. There is, first, the 
“void” or formless state, then the gathered or solid state, 
then the lifting up of continents and islands, then the 
vegetable life, the lower forms of animal life, and so on 
up to man, who was made in the image of God. Thus 
the creative Power went along unfolding one thing, 
preparing the way for another, until all was completed. 
“And God saw that it was good.” * 

Having followed the course of nature in its progres- 
sive development from the lower to the higher, from the 
simple to the complex, from the lifeless elements to 
life in its lowest type, and then on up to man, we find 
him possessing a life of truth and beauty and senti- 
ment and principles and responsibility wholly unknown 
to the forms of life beneath him.

Now, the apostle declares that this same ereative 
Power which brought the component parts of the 
universe into spherical shape, and caused light to shine 


When a man permits the love of God to flow into the 
heart, he then lives the highest life possible in human- 
ity. The mind becomes illuminated, and he is enabled 
to see things as they are. His views of God and man 
will be different from what they were before he re- 
ceived this new life. Old things will pass away and all 
things become new, simply because he is a new creature 
in Christ Jesus. This new life of the soul, like the 
life in the material world, unfolds into richer and higher 
experience, just in proportion to our conceptions of 
God and Christ, truth and justice. 

Lastly, we have this knowledge of God’s glory 
through Jesus Christ. As light was the first-born 
from chaotic darkness, so the illumination of the Spirit 
is the first on the soul in the new birth or creation. 
‘Ye were sometimes darkness, but now are ye light in 
the Lord.” In other words, ignorance, error, and sin are 
removed by the love and truths of God coming into the 
soul: It is an instantaneous expansion of the intellect 
by the power of the Holy Spirit. This light is im- 
parted through the Word. While it is the province of 
the Spirit to influence and prepare the mind to re- 
ceive the truth, it reveals no truth not found in the 
Bible. And yet it is still true that men are brought 
into the knowledge of truth through the Holy Spirit. 
The same power that moved upon the waters and 
brought light out of darkness, that inspired and illum- 
inated the minds of prophets and apostles, removes the 
darkness of sin from men now and enables them to 
hold the truth as it is in Jesus. 


WE LEARN FROM THIS SUBJECT 


1. That man’s spiritual being is like the material 
earth before light was created, and is dependent upon 
God and his truth for its illumination. 

2. That God has the power to impart this light to 
the most ignorant and debased mind. There are none 
so depraved that he can not reveal himself to them. 

3. That the medium of this knowledge is in Jesus 
Christ. He is the brightness of his Father’s glory, and 
the express image of his person. He came to reveal 
the true God; and he who would bear the image of 
God must abide in the life of Christ. To live a Christ- 
like life is to have the knowledge of the glory of God. 
Therefore no man can bea godly man whois not a 
Christian, and the best evidence of a Christian is 
Christ-likeness.

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HISTORY OF THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH, 
IRVINGTON, NEW JERSEY. 


Although Camptown, the maiden name of our village, 
was not unknown in the early history of eastern New 
Jersey, it contained no religious organization until 
1830, nor was there any in the township of Clinton ex- 
cepting the Baptist Church at Lyon’s Farms. The 
village and immediate surroundings up to that time 
contained about as many families as there were tribes 
in Israel, and these were all prominent members of the 
social compact. 

Those families representing specially the religious 
and moral interests of society held their church rela- 
tions with the Baptist Church above named, and with 
the Presbyterian churches in Newark—Connecticut 
Farms and Springfield, chiefly. 

But the difficulties of general and regular attendance | 
at such distances, with only the more primitive modes 
of travel, early suggested this as a central point for 
mission-work, which was superintended by the adjacent 
pastors. Sunday evening sermons or lectures and a 
union prayer-meeting were held in a convenient room, | 
central in the village and fitted for the purpose. But | 
as would be expected under such circumstances, there 
were very many persons and some whole families in the 
community who were not members of any church, or 
recognized as religious even. 

In the month of January, 1829, Miss Ann Rexford, 
an aecepted and very successful minister in the Chris- 
tian Church, was engaged in a series of special services 
in the Christian Church in Broome Street, New York. 
Her suecess was reported through the city, and some of 
our citizens heard of it and became anxious to hear 
her. 

Mr. John S. Taylor, a prominent shoe manufacturer 
in our village, went to New York on business. He 
was, as we say, accidentally detained for the night. He 
heard that a woman was to preach in the Christian 
Church in Broome Street, and curiosity led him to 
hear her. The sermon so impressed him—the pecu- 
liarity of its matter not less than of its manner—that 
he invited Miss Rexford to visit and preach in Camp- 
town. 

Mr. Taylor was not recognized asa religious man, 
and the invitation seemed as only the expression of a 
singular and generous impulse. The acceptance of the 
invitation by Miss Rexford seemed almost as singular. 
With many invitations from important points, which 
she could not accept, the Spirit, which bade Philip 
join himself to the chariot, inclined her to visit this 
village of strangers. 

But the acceptance of that invitation, which we are 
assured contemplated the delivery of only a single ser- 
mon, or at most the possibility of preaching two or 
three sermons to a strange people, whom she might not 





_ expect to meet again, was the beginning, not only of a 


full year of steady, successful, and important work, 
but, in the providence of God, of a mission which cul- 
minated in the organization of this church and in its 
eventful history of fifty-four years, which we here 
recite. 

We may pause here to reflect, as we may have occasion 
frequently to do as we proceed in our work, from what 
apparently unimportant incidents and accidental cir- 
cumstances this interest has proceeded, been protected, 
and helped forward to its present condition. Again 
and again do we hear the voice of authority and of love 
saying, “Thou shalt remember all the way by which the 
Lord thy God hath led thee.”” And we love to hear it. 
It would be the most fearful calamity to forget our his- 
tory, and the greatest crime to ignore the divine and 
paternal leading. There is no element which faith re- 
quires, no motive to constancy, no ground of hope, no 
incentive to endeavor, no prompting to Christian sacri- 
fice, no inspiration to courage for conflict or patéence in 
trial, and even extremity, which our history does not 
abundantly afford. If any of our membership doubt a 
special divine Providence, it must be those who have 
known least of the way in which we have been led. 

During the spring, and on through the summer fol- 
lowing, Miss Rexford’s whole time and strength were 
pressed into the work of this new and seemingly strange 
mission. Increasing crowds -attended her ministry 
wherever she went. But the matter and the manner 
of her sermons were new. Her doctrine, as differing 
from what the people had been accustomed to hear, 
was: 

1, The entire unsectarianism of Christianity; the

perfect and necessary unity of all Christians; “the 
unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace.” This was 
then a new doctrine. 

2. The sufficiency of the Holy Scriptures as a rule of 
faith and practice. It was claimed in this new minis- 
try that the Bible, the inspiration of which in. the 
highest sense known to theology was strenuously de- 
fended, needed no addition nor explanation—was just 
perfect in its own form and in the words of the Holy 
Ghost. This faith, often recited to listeners, that he 
that added to this Book, God should add to him the 
plagues written therein; and he that should take from 
it, God should take his part from the Book of Life. It 
would suffer nothing human to be added nor anything 
divine to be taken away. This doctrine, so new then, 
All advanced, earnest, suc- 
cessful workers now accept it as truth. 


a Following hard upon these views of the perfec- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures, and resulting from them, 
was the rejection of all human creeds and forms of re- 
ligious belief. Only the Bible, which is unquestioned 
authority among all Christians, was authority in 
this new doctrine and movement; while Jesus, as 
the only Savior of men, and the Holy Spirit as 
the only effective agent in regenerating the human 


heart; and that regeneration as the only condition of 


Christianity and of Christian salvation, were the con- 
stant themes of all the sermons. 

The sermons were extempore; the matter well di- 
gested and arranged; her manner modest and without 
affectation, and her delivery faultless. She did not 
seek to divide churches nor to draw off members from 
them, although members who had not intended to 
ehange their church relations, and claimed the privi- 
lege only of benefiting by her ministry without ignor- 
ing their church obligations, were soon reminded that 
to receive the woman, who was believed to be a heretic, 
into their houses, or bid her God-speed, was to forfeit 
their church privileges. But the liberty of those 
whom Christ makes free had become their heritage, 


and they could not surrender their “birthright,” hence 


the formal separation from the Baptist Church at that 
time of seven members. They were persons of well 


established character as Christians and socially. Their 
names were Experience Camp, John Wilson, Nancy 
Wilson, Susan Osborn, Charity Jaggers, James Winans, 


Phebe Winans. 


In the spring and summer of 1830 Rev. Simon Clough, 
pastor of the Christian Church in New York City, and 
Rev. William Lane, of Milford, New Jersey, spent each

On the Ist of October, 1830, a resolution was passed 
unanimously by the branch of the New York Church 
at Camptown, inviting Rev. Isaac C. Goff to become its 
The invitation was accepted, and 


first regular pastor. 
the pastor elect entered upon his duties immediately. 


A resolution had been passed by this branch of the 
New York Church asking permission to be organized 
an independent church. This permission was granted 
by letter bearing date September 30, 1830, signed by the 
clerk of the church; accordingly, on the 24th day of 
October, 1830, the thirty-eight who had been received 
as members of the branch of the New York Church, 
and five other~in all, forty-three persons—were or- 
ganized by Rev. Isaac C. Goff the First Christian 
Church of Irvington, independent of all other ecclesi- 


astical bodies. (See Records, Ist note.) 


This church was organized, as its name imports, in 
the interest of the whole of Christianity. It did not 
select a name representing any form of government, as 
Episcopal, or Congregational, or Presbyterian; or rep- 
resenting a particular form of any church ordinance, as 
Baptist; or that of completeness of organization, as 
Methodist; of as representing any dogma of religious 
belief, as Calvinist, or Arminian, or trinitarian, or Uni- 
It rejected all of them, and all 


tarian, or Universalist. 











































others which are or may be used to indicate division in 
the church, and accepted only the “new name” which 
the mouth of the Lord had spoken—C hristian—which 
all the followers of Christ rejoice alike to wear. It was 
organized in the interest of regenerated humanity— 
perfect unity in spirit and good fellowship. Its mis- 
sion was not to antagonize or controvert any form of 
professed Christian faith, much less those forms which 
are considered evangelical. It ignores not only all hu- 
man authority to impose any uninspired forms of relig- 
ious belief, but all human and unscriptural forms of 
expressing out faith. It says, let the whole teaching of 
the inspired Scriptures be accepted without any equiy- 
ocation and in the precise language of the Holy Spirit, 
and here let all controversy end. 

I know of no church more interested in the doctrine 
of the divinity of the Lord Jesus Christ, the necessity 
of the influence of the Holy Spirit in the regeneration 
of the soul, or that such regeneration is the obvious 
condition of Christianity and salvation. T know of no 
branch of the church which more strenuously believes 
and defends the perfect inspiration and absolute and 
exclusive authority of the Holy Scriptures in all mat- 
ters of Christian faith and conduct, only ignoring any 
uninspired form of expressing these views of religious 
truth, and persistently resisting all attempts to force 
such forms of expression upon us. Our answer to all 
such assumption has been, “Paul I know, and Jesus I 
know, and who are ye?” 

Llence, their only conditions of Christian and church 
fellowship are, acceptance of the perfect divinity of the 
whole of Christianity—its Author, its law, and its 
work—and such evidence ‘of regeneration and the 
Christian spirit as all Christians would understand as 
constituting “Christian character.” 

The first pastorate of the church continued until 
April 1, 1833, during which thirty-eight persons were 
added to the church. During the summer of 1833 the 
church was without a regular pastor, but had irregular 
supplies. 

In the autumn of 1833 Rev. William Andrews, from 
Ohio, was elected pastor, and continued until the 
spring of 1835. During his pastorate eight persons 
were received into the church. 

Rev. J. H. Currier immediately succeeded Mr. An- 
drews, who remained in charge of the church one year 
—until the spring of 1836. During this pastorate ten 
members were received. 

Rev. L. D. Flemming, who next succeeded to the 
pastorate, entered upon his duties the Ist of July, 1836, 
and remained until the spring of 1&38—two years. 
During this pastorate only three persons were added 
to the church. 

From the spring of 1838 to the autumn of 1840 the 
church was without a pastor, its religious condition 
low, and its prospect gloomy. 

In the autumn of 1840 Rev. O. J. Wait accepted an 
invitation to the charge of the church and entered im- 
mediately upon its service. Mr. Wait remained nearly 
two years—until the spring of 1842. During this pas- 
torate only two persons were received into the church. 

These years will be remembered by only a few per- 
sons who participated in these services; but to those 
who do remember them, no one may attempt a descrip- 
tion of their gloom and hopelessness. The pastor lived 
in Newark, I do not know why, but that he might live 
at all. No one in or near the. village had interest 
enough to heat our meeting room in the coldest weath- 
er, or to repair the broken windows that it might be 
done comfortably. Just at this time two men—and 
they should be mentioned along with Caleb and Joshua 
—came regularly every Sabbath with the pastor from 
Newark, bringing with them a basket of wood from the 
house of the senior deacon, nearly a mile, with which 
to warm the room as best they could for the half dozen 
who might get in ata late hour to hear a poor, spirit- 
less sermon from a disheartened minister—and this for 
a whole winter. Has any other society in this place 
ever had such an experience? I think not, and hope tt 
will remain a solitary specimen of heartless apathy. 


On the retiring of Rey. O. J. Wait from the pastor- 
ate, in the spring of 1842, Rev. I. C. Goff, the first pas 
tor, was recalled. 
church until the spring of 1857. During these fifteen 
years he received into the church one hundred and fifty- 
one members. At the commencement of this pastorate 
series of meetings were held by the congregation, 
continuing through about six weeks, in which most 
important service was rendered by Rev. G. F. Hawk. 


He continued in charge of the 
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Early in 1844 measures were taken for the erec- 
tion of this house. The first thing to be done was the 
incorporation of the church. The necessity of this 
measure was urged specially by Caleb H. Camp. And 
it is remarkable that during the recent contest of the 
bequest of his estate to this church, the first point 
sought to be made by counsel in the contest was that 
the church was not incorporated. It was incorporated, 
and more by his efforts than those of any one else. 

The attempt to build a church was at first generally 
discouraged—only a few, not more than six persons 
favoring it. But the peaceable occupancy of the room 
inthe academy being denied us, it seemed the only way 
left open to us. We decided to build, and the work 
progressed almost as wonderfully and peacefully as the 
building or the rebuilding of the temple, until, I think, 
in September of the same year it was completed and 
dedicated, without debt, the whole cost having been 
met in the place and by our immediate friends, except- 
ing $3, which was unsolicited, left with us by a brother 
from New York. The fifteen years of this pastorate 
were years of great prosperity and of almost continual 
revival, 

In 1857 Rey. J. S. Maxwell was called to the charge 
of the church and remained one year. 

From 1858 to 1862 the pulpit was supplied by Revs. 
H. Black, S. D. Buzzel, KE. G. Holland, John Reckets, 
and Elder Shepard, from New York. 

In the spring of 1862 Rev. William Bradley accepted 
an invitation to settle with the church, and remained 
one year. 

During 1863 and 1864 the church was supplied by 
Rev. Gardner Dean and others. Mr. Dean received 
seven persons into the church. 

In the autumn of 1864 Rev. A. J. Clark accepted a 
call to the pastorate, and remained about one year and 
six months. He received sixteen persons into the 
church. : 

Rev. EK. H. Danforth succeeded A. J. Clark, and 
continued in charge of the church ogly six months. 
Rev. William Lane followed Mr. Danforth, who con- 
tinued in the charge from the fall of 1866 to the spring 
of 1868. During this pastorate three persons were re- 
ceived into fellowship. 

In December, 1868, Rev. Charles A. Beck was called 
to the pastorate of the church, and remained until 
April, 1872. During his pastorate twenty four were 
received into fellowship and a good parsonage built, 
chiefly through his efforts. Upon this, however, there 
was a debt of’ about $1,500—the first debt of the 
church. 

In April, 1872, Rev. Isaac C. Goff was recalled to 
the pastorate of the church, and retained it until 1883. 
During this pastorate forty-five persons were received 
The debt on the church property and 
against the society, amounting to about $2,000, was 


into the church, 


paid; the church and parsonage painted; a new roof 


put on the church; iron fences madé in front of the 
church and of the parsonage; the church itself newly 
upholstered, and flagging laid in tront of the parsonage. 
For all this we were chiefly indebted to the munifi- 
cence of Mrs. Experience Camp, who gave the society, 
besides $1,650, which, added to a $1,400 mortgage on 
the parsonage, amounted to $3,050. This amount was 
given asa fund, only the interest of which was to be 
used to support preaching and keep the property in re- 
pair. We also put sheds in the rear of the church—a 
donation from Bro. Joseph Lindsly. 

In the years 1876-1881 the church sustained great 
losses in the death of Bros. Dayton Meeker, Daniel 
W. Hedden, and Joseph McChesney, and Mrs. Experi- 
ence Camp. The aggregate of the regular annual con- 
tributions of these four persons amounted to about 
$700, besides occasional and important helps. But in 
this season of trial and loss God still provided for us. 

Bro. Joseph McChesney, by will, bequeathed to the 
church ten per cent. portion of his property, amount- 
Ing to about $500 (which has not been received). 

Mrs. M. A. Baldwin bequeathed, by will, the remain- 
der of her father’s estate to the church, amounting to 
about $10,000, which, it was specially provided, should 
be used for the support of the gospel and to keep in 
repair the church property, the principal to remain a 
permanent fund. This will was contested by thé heirs- 
at-law, and decided, after the most vigorous resistance, 
In favor of the church, and only when all hope in op- 
Position was lost. This was an important decision for 
us and for the right. 


From June, 1882, to July, 1883, the pulpit was sup- 








plied by Bro. Jesse W. Card, a student from the Chris- 
tian Biblical Institute, who endeared himself much to 
the society by his purity, modesty, and spiritual work. 
On his leaving for another field of labor the church 
asked for his ordination, as attesting their appreciation 
of his work and worth. He was ordained in this 
church accordingly on the Ist of March, Revs. M. 
Summerbell, A. H. Morrill, Ellen Gustin, and Isaac 
C. Goff officiating. 

At this date a call was extended to Rev. Levi W. 
Hainer to the pastorate. The call was accepted and he 
entered upon his work April 1, 1883. The congrega- 
tions up to this date have much increased, and twenty- 
two persons have united with the church. The spirit- 
uality of our social meetings is especially noticeable, 
and seems to bea prophecy of much good.

We honor them as the first fruits to Christ in this 
church—active, blameless, worthy Christians, all of 
them. They had not sought a separation from the 
Baptist Church; they had not ignored their church 
obligations. They had read, and now believed, that 
Christ had other sheep not of that fold, who should be 
brought in, that there might be “‘one fold and one Shep- 
herd.” They confessed this faith in Jesus and the 
unity of his church, and were turned out of the syna-

During the fifty-four years of its history this church 
has received into its fellowship 357 persons.

and thirteen other pastors, during a period of twenty- 
four years, received 111 persons.

THE MOSLEM “FALSE PROPH@T’—EL MAHDI. 

In the year 1842, called out by the extraordinary ex- 
citement produced by the teaching of Mr. William 
Miller, of Vermont, that the Lord Jesus would appear 
again on the earth during the year 1843, I then gave to 
the world through the press, under the caption of “Mil- 
ler’s Views Reviewed,” some ideas which I can but feel 
were significant of what seems to be preparing under 
the profession of Islamism at this time. 

I may have mistaken the significance of prophetic 
measures, as many have very certainly done hefore. 
But the present movements in the East ate so very much 
in the line of my convictions, as they were indicated 
more than forty years ago, that to me the successes and 
triumphs of the Moslem ‘False Prophet,” as he is 
called, seem like the realization of a cherished expec- 
tation. ; 

My judgment of the probability of prophetic fulfill- 
ment, about A. D. 1897, was of the end of the second of 
the three woes,indicated in the Book of Revelation, by the 
destruction of Mahometan supremacy and power over 
Jerusalem; following immediately after a revival of the 
bloody cruelty and intolerance which characterized the 
opening of the first “woe” in the seventh century of 
the Christian era, when the religion of the Koran was 
first promulgated with the sword bathed everywhere in 
the blood of unbelievers. 

Daniel’s “time, times, and half a time,” had their 
counterpart and repetition in the visions and prophetic 
measures of John in Revelation; and the prophetic 
finger-pointing in John as in Daniel was forward. They 
both refer to the same measure and the same measured 
time, and therefore can not be correctly applied to any- 
thing which was past. 

I have n+ shadow of doubt that Jesus referred to 
that measured prophecy of Daniel (Luke 21: 24) when 


| he said of the Jews, ‘They shall fall by the edge of the 


sword, and shall be led away captive into all nations; 
and Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, 
until the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled.” It is on 
Jerusalem and the Jews that the measure is laid. The 
rise of Mahomet was the opening of the first “woe.” 
By the Moslem conquerors, under the Caliph Omar, 
Jerusalem was “trodden under foot” in the autumn of 
the year 637. It was just thirty years after Mahomet 
assumed to bea prophet and the superior of Christ. 
Jerusalem has been trodden down ever since. Mahom- 
et’s assumption of authority from God, which was fol- 
lowed by employing “the sword” for the propagation of 
his doctrine, was the setting up of “the abomination of 
desolation.”’ (See Daniel12: 11.) The 1260 days to the 
end, and the 1290 days from the “setting up” to the 
same point, makea difference of thirty days. And those 
thirty days were certainly so many years. If so, the 
1260 and the 1290 mean years. They will end together, 
if I understandthem. And their end relates to Jerusa- 
lem and the Jews, and to Moslem rule over Jerusalem, 
and the land which God gave to Abraham. 

To many, an understanding of what the Bible teaches 
is of little or no account. Is that a right spirit? If it 
is, I am one of the most mistaken men, certainly, in all 
this world. 

It appears to me as very probable that we are very 
near to the appointed time for the fulfillment of some 
of the most significant prophecies ever to be fulfilled 
intime. Have we no interest to consider and profit by 
it,if so? God knows what the Egyptian “false prophet” 
is doing. He may be soon conquered. But then, what 
if he is not? Heiscertainly stirring up, and using, too, 
the old Moslem spirit. There will be dreadtul work in 
Jerusalem, and probably all about there, before the end 
of Moslem rule in that land. The prophecies clearly 


indicate it. Are we asleep?

COHESION vs. DISINTEGRATION. 


All the writers for the HERALD concede the value of 
the “Christian movement,” and desire its suczess. If 
this unity of sentiment is a fact and not a fiction, is 
the truth and not a rhetorical flourish, how can we 
make this great work a success? Can we do it by dis- 
integration? We and “our fathers’ have, for seventy- 
five years, preached “that the disunion of the church of 
God was a sin and a wrong; that in unity there is 
strength.” Did we makea false statement? Wasund is 
itthetruth? If it isthe truth let us demonstrate it by 
our own denominational action and life. 

Honest men claim that the church of God is stronger 
to-day by reason of the “rivalry of sects.” We do 
not concede it. We do not agree with the “doctors of 
divinity” that preach it. We agree with Jesus Christ, 
the great Head of the church, who said, “A house di- 
vided against itself can notstand.”” If we concede that 
religion has gained power and influence by the rivalry 
of different churches, will any one make the claim that 
any one church is the stronger, larger, and better by 
disintegration ? 

If I may honestly express my views in relation to our 
denominational faults—and faults that have seriously 
impeded our advancement—I would say, Lack of co- 


~ hesion and a constant tendency towards disintegration. 


In the fall of 1844, at Sennett, N. Y., Joseph Badger, 
then in the prime of his manhood, and in the zenith of 
his intellectual power, placed his hand on my head and 
with tears in his eyesand a pathos in his tone, said: 


“Young man, if I.could get the Christians to unite as | 


the other churches do I could take all the world. Men 
of hearts and men of brains are all the time gravitating 
toward us, and we drive them from us by disintegration. 
I have labored for years to make our people one people, 
and I yet hope for success. Will you helpon the work?” 
I said I would, and by the grace of God I mean to re- 
deem the pledge. 

At Quaker Street, New York, in September, 1863, 
Daniel P. Pike made to me almost the same declara- 
tion, and asked, ‘‘How shall we create a denominational 
interest and make our interests one?” I replied: By 
cohesion and unity, and not by disintegration and sec- 
tional discord. 

We need one denominational organ, and by that we 
shall know each other, our object, aim, and work. 
That paper should do all that can be done to eliminate 
all local and sectional differences, and make us one 
people. We can only become one people by mutual ac- 
quaintance. We can not become a:quainted through 
the columns of a half dozen local papers, and all of them 
rivals for the patronage of the public, and really as an- 
tagunistic as five or six churches in a little village that 


’ gan only support one church. Let us have one able 


paper, anc soon our acquaintance will produce unity of 
action for our work, and we will learn to love each other 
and will be one people. 

The great heart of the “Sage of Newburyport’ was 
on fire, and he said to the committee: “TI will not be in 
your way. I love New England and our cause, and we 
need a paper to aid our work; but I will do all I can 
to make our people, one church from Eastport, Maine, 
to the Golden Gate, one from Texas to the land ot On- 
tario.” 

It wasliketheman. Godblesssuch men! I wish all 
could drink in the same spirit. 

In the Marshall convention, so far as I can remember, 
all the delegates from the Empire State worked for this 
result. New England neededa paper; New York needed 
one also. For the good of the whole, and for the 
“unification of our people,” we gave up what was dear 
to us, and “marched to the music of the union.” What 
has been the result? Has it been good or evil? Over 
seventeen years have come and gone since, as a peo- 
ple, we joined hands with the Publishing House at 
Dayton, Ohio. 

By the fruits we can decide this question. It is a 
momentous question, for it means union, cohesion, or 
disintegration. Look over the whole field and candidly 
answer this, to us, important question, “Are we sepa- 
rate as the billows, or one like the sea?” Has our en- 
larged acquaintance through the columns of the Hrr- 
ALD OF GosPEL LIBERTY separated us and made us 
more clanish, more sectional, or are we larger, broader, 
and more homogeneous than ever before? I can say 
with an honest heart that I think we have gained largely 
by having one and not a half dozen rival papers; for |

It is evidently a part of the pastor’s duty to instruct 
his people to, practice benevolence with some sort of a 
system. The apostle desired and requested his breth- 
ren to lay by for the first day of the week a portion for 
the Lord’s treasury. Suppose for a moment that ad- 
monition was the “rule of faith and practice” in all the 
churches of Bible Christians, does any one believe our 
ministers would receive such lean salaries? Would 
such noble enterprises as the Christian Biblical Insti- 
tute need to go begging for support? I think not. 
Why, then, should there be longer delay on the part of 
the clergy in bringing this part of the gospel before the 
minds and consciences of congregations?

—The address of J. D. Thomas, secretary of the 
Western {ndiana Conference, is changed from Wingate, 
Montgomery County, Indiana, to Pleasant Hill, Mont- 
gomery County, Indiana.

DON’T BE MERCENARY. 

The life of the Christian is essentially a life of sacri- 
fice. Its foundation-timber is the cross of Calvary. 
Jesus deceived no one. He invites to his following 
only those who stand ready to enter upon a career of 
self-denial. Those who are seeking ease, applause, or 
worldly honor should not expect to find either in 
answer to the call of Jesus. The burdens of the Chris- 
tian life are not self inflictions of pain and humiliation, 
—such as the ascetic monk takes to,—but the brave, 
loving, patient, cheerful outreaching of the hand of' 
helpfulness in whatever direction the work of duty 
may be, or at whatever cost of comfort or means may 
be necessary to the accomplishment of the good end in 
view. It is certainly according to the spirit of the 
teaching of the gospel to seek to divide the burdens of 
life as much as possible. Selfishness seeks to escape all 
burdens and all responsibilities, but that is not the 
Christian spirit. 

It is certain, too, that no one can be excused from doing 
his part in any work of duty because others have neg- 
lected or refused to perform theirs. No man has done 
his part until he has done all that he can. 

The preaching of the gospel must be done at an ex- 
pense to some one; it can not be avoided. That*that ex- 
pense and burden should be divided and borne between 
him who preaches and those to whom he ministers is 
well settled by Scripture and reason. It is sometimes 
not a little annoying, not: to say disgusting, to witness 
the mercenary spirit manifested by some who, desire to 
be known as ministers of the gospel. Some there are 
who seem to measure all questions relating to the 
work by selfish standards. Their own comfort, their 
social preferences, their tastes and inclinations, the 
probable benefit it will be to themselves, are the con- 
siderations that influence their actions. 

Now this is not said for the purpose of excusing 
any church from the duty of holding up the hands of 
the man who ministers to them in spiritual things, 
but for the purpose of warning ministers against the 
dangerous increase of the mercenaryspirit. All around 
us are ministers whose usefulness is utterly destroyed 
by their inordinate love of gain. Some disgrace them- 
selves and their brethren by becoming whining mendi- 
cants. Others shame their friends by driving sharp 
bargains and making largest grabs whenever an oppor- 
tunity is offered. . 

It is a satisfaction to believe that these charges can 
not be made against ministers generally. But certainly 
the evil complained of is by far too prevalent. 





CHRISTIAN UNION. 

Every Christian Church is a union church; every 
Christian meeting is a union meeting; and every Chris- 
tian Sunday-school is a union Sunday-school. We do 
not mean to say that our’ churches and meetings are un- 
ion meetings or union Sunday-schools in the sense that 
they are an alliance with sectarian meetings or secta- 
rian Sunday-schools, or that they are operating under a 
truce with sectarianism in any sense. A union church 
or a union Sunday-school must not stop at being non- 
sectarian. It must b:anti-sectarian before it can be 
union in any good sense of that word. 

But right here we meet the question, What is it to 
be anti-sectarian? Well, it is not to be merely negative; 
it is to be positive in the defense of the rights and priv- 
ileges of all those who love God: and are striving to 
serve him; it is to resist every usurpation of authority 
over the rights that God has given to any and to all; 
it is to resist all partisan names and all authoritative 
dogmatic tests, and to resist the preaching and teaching 
of all doctrines and theories of the gospel the logical 
sequence of which would compel the rejection from the 





church as @ preacher, or from the school asa teacher, 
any one whose spirit and life show that he is a child of 
God. Such doctrines are necessarily sectarian. Any view 
of gospel truth that takes its faith outside the realm of 
the spirit, and makes its saving power to turn upon a 
theory or an interpretation of facts, is necessarily sec. 
tarian. For example, the gospel teaches that Jesus is 
the Christ, the Son of God. All good men admit that 
to be true. Those who deny it do so because they are 
rebellious towards God—proud, willful, and wicked at 
heart. But all who love God and truth and goodness 
can agree that Jesus is the Christ. That is union doc- 
trine. 

After awhile one comes along who claims that Jesus 
is not only the Christ, but that heis the second personin 
a trinity, and as properly the only true God asthe Father 
himself can be. He not only preaches this from the 
pulpit and teaches it in the Sunday-school lesson leaf, 
but-he teaches it as the faith of the gospel that must 
be received and believed in order to salvation. Now, 
if his theory is correct he must decline the fellowship 
of all who do not believe with him. Hence his doctrine 
is necessarily sectarian, and to unite with him is to 
abandon union ground and to become subject to that 
which is sectarian. 

There is nothing in the organization of a Christian 
Church or a Christian Sunday-school that hinders any 
good man or woman from coming into its association 
and fellowship and enjoying, holding, and freely ex- 
pressing any opinion or doctrine not inconsistent with 
the Messiahship of Jesus, the authority of his word, 
and the union and fellowship of his followers. Upon 
a platform that is narrower than this we should not be 
willing to stand. One that is broader no follower of 
Christ wishes or desires. 





SOME QUESTIONS. 





“Bro. Coan,—Will you please answer the following 
questions through the HERALD: 

“1, Did God make and does he govern man simply for 
his own glory? 

“2. Why did God harden the heart that he might pun- 
ish the man, as in the case of Pharaoh? 

“3, Were men made in the image of God in their rea- 
soning faculties only? J. A. HAINER.” 

ANSWER. 


1. It is most certainly true that God created man 
and all things beside for his own glory. This is a 
great truth; and it is so obviously true that there is 
no escape from its recognition. Theologians have 
drawn certain conclusions from this truth, however, 
that are as obviously absurd as the truth itself is evi- 
dent. God has been represented, in the creeds, un- 
der a character better befitting some ancient Oriental 
potentate, concerning himself only with efforts to re- 
gale himself in pompous magnificence—‘exalting his 
sovereigr authority by displaying,’ as Calvin says, 
“his punitive justice in ordaining the damnation of 
the major part of mankind.” The truth is that (rod 
is our Fatger and Creator, and as the glory of every 
father is the virtue and honor of his children, and 
the glory of every creator is the glory of his work, 
hence God is glorified when m4 is lifted out of the 
shame and ruin of sin, and made noble in spirit, pure 
in his living, and helpful to his fellow. The Master 
said, “Herein is my Father glorified that ye bear 
much fruit.” From this it will be seen that God's 
glory is manifested in the elevation and happiness of 
man, and that the two conditions—God’s glory and 
man’s highest good—are always identical. Th»: one 
is never accomplished without the other being at- 
tained. 

2. We do great violence to the teaching of seripture 
by attempting to force the strong, poetic language of 
the ancient Hebrews to do service in bolstering the 
dogmas of medieval speculations of Europe. God 
did not deal with Pharaoh upon a different principle 
from that upon which he deals with any other man, 
whether in ancient or modern times. When men are 
proud, willful, and rebellious, God will not compel 
them to be good, but he will display his power and 
glory in their overthrow and destruction, as in the case 
of Pharaoh. A worn-out garment is often used asa 
floor-mop because it is fit for nothing better. So God 
uses men who will not suffer themselves to be used for 
a higher purpose. Pharaoh hardened his own heart 
just as men are doing to-day in refusing to hear the 
calls of God’s mercy and goodness, “And Pharaoh 
hardened his heart at this time also, neither would he 
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let the people go.” Ex. 8:32. “And when Pharaoh 
saw that the rain and the hail and the thunders were 
ceased, he sinned yet more, and hardened his heart, he 
and his servants.” Ex. 9: 34. 

It was the custom of the Hebrews to speak of that 
which came about in the order of God’s providential 
dealings with men, as being done directly by the hand 
of God or by his immediate order, when in reality it 


_wasno more by his direct interposition than are the 


results of his providential dealings with the affairs of 
men at the present day. It is not claimed that the an- 
cient Hebrews overstated the facts in the case. Not at 
all. But we misapply their statements by attempt- 
jing to crowd their passionate language into the cold 
formulas of our western speculations. 

3. The image of God is to be looked for on the moral 
rather than on the intellectual side of man. Unselfish 
love in man differs nothing in kind from the love of 
God. It may, and by the limitations of our feeble 
state it must, differ in degree. But the ideal of our 
effort is to attain to the image of God as seen in his 
Son. Jesus’ new commandment is “that we should 
love one another as he has loved us.” p 





LET THE FEW MEET. 





A few weeks since Bishop Coxe, of Buffalo, New 
York, in an article in the Jndependent suggested the 
propriety of a meeting for the formation of a Christian 


Alliance upon the simple basis of faith in Jesus as the 


Christ. The Bishop pointed out that the limitations of 
the creed of the so-called Evangelical Alliance made 
that organization practically but a union of the Calvin- 
istic sects, and hence left the body so formed not less 
sectarian than the sects it represented, while the true 
object should be to escape the limitations imposed by 
any and all formulated statements of dogma. 

The suggestion of such a meeting was heartily in- 
dorsed by this paper at the time it was made, and it is 
a source of gratification to, know that the subject is 
attracting a degree of attention that would seem to 
indicate a high degree of probability of its being called. 

J. Max Hank, of the Moravian Church, at Laneas- 
ter, Pennsylvania, in an article in the Independent ot 
last week, expresses his hearty concurrence in the 
movement. Among other things he says: 

“It seems to be required as the next step in the devel 
opment of Christ’s kingdom; broader than the Evangel- 
ical Alliance, because the divine leaven has been leaven- 
ing the world-lump amazingly since it was formed; more 
positive and practical, because men are now ready to 
carry out into action the principles it has helped to es- 
tablish. 

“Therefore ‘let the few meet’ regardless of names, re- 
gardless of theoretical beliefs, regardless of everything 


save that they love God and their neighbor as them- | 


selves! Letthem meet, and, rallying the faithful around 
them, present an unbroken battle-front to the hosts of 


evil at home and abroad, that too long already have been 


prospered and emboldened by our divided, disjointed, | 


and scattered ranks! God will be with us, and, ‘if God 
be for us, who can be against us?’ ‘We can do all things 
through Christ which strengthens us,’ and ‘what is im- 
possible with men is possible with God!” 

We suggest that a committee be named to draft and 
promulgate a call for such a meeting, to take place some 
time during the coming autumn, and at some point not 
farther east than Buffalo, New York, nor farther west 
than Detroit, Michigan. And we know of no one bet- 
ter entitled nor better fitted to name that committee 
than the distinguished divine from whom the sugges- 
tion proceeded. Let Bishop Coxe name a committee 
of representative men whose duty it shall be to take 
the question of a Christian Alliance under advisement, 
and to appoint such sub-committees as may be neces- 
sary to the consummation of the work. 





SECTARIANISM IN UNION SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

One of the most interesting and beneficial institu- 
tions to be found in the country is a judiciously con- 
ducted Sunday-school. It has long been a question 
with many of our able and distinguished educators 
whether this organization was not pre-eminently more 
Important than the church itself. As regards this 
point there exists a diversity of opinion, which we do 
not propose to diseuss in this brief article. 

Inasmuch as this institution is of such vital and in- 


trinsie importance, so essential to the moral and spirit- | 
wal welfare of our children, so indispensable to the re-! 


ligious education and moral development of all who | 
come under its influence, it is of the highest import- | 
ance that nothing should be introduced that would 
have a tendency to engender strife and discord, and | 
thus mar the harmony and unanimity so requisite in 
all our religious organizations. 

We remember distinctly when the publications of 
the American Sunday-school Union, of Philadelphia, 
were used in all the union Sunday-schools in this sec- 
tion of New Jersey to the exclusion of all others; and 
where can there be found any books better calculated 
to instruct and impress upon the minds of the children 
the great and living truths of the Bible than the 





“Question Books” issued by this association? They 
are plain, practical, exhaustive, and entirely free from 
any redundant and sectarian matter. When these books 
were in vogue, there were no contentions among our 
schools; no jealousies; no bickerings; no dissatisfaction ; 
no sectionalism; no sectarian dogmas introduced; no 
denominational distinctions. All sects worshiped under 
the same ‘“‘vine and fig-tree;” all enjoyed the same 
rights and privileges, and all learned and rehedrsed 
from the same books. How sublime! How noble! 
How inspiring to the true Christian! Truly, heaven 
must smile approvingly upon all such manner of wor- 
ship. 

What do we see now? Instead of the harmony 
and unanimity that characterized our union’ Sunday- 
schools in days gone by we find that petty jealousies, 
dissensions, strife, and discord are virtually uprooting 
and upturning the very foundations of this institution. 

An individual who attempts to build up a particular 
sect or denomination to the detriment of others by the 
introduction of sectarianism in any of its detestable 
forms has no regard for the welfare of the school, nor 
for the opinions of those who may conscientiously dif- 
fer with him on matters that have no legitimate connec- 
tion with it. ’ 

If our union Sunday-schools are instituted for the 
purpose of instilling in the minds of the young the 
principles of true Christianity, and of acquainting 
them with the sublime teachings of the Scriptures, 
then anything outside of these only have a tendency to 
retard their progress and to utterly destroy their useful- 
ness. 

We believe that the Sunday-school quarterlies, pub- 
lished by David C. Cook, of Chicago, are not the proper 
books to be used in a strictly union Sunday-school. 
We believe their introduction into institutions of this 
character is only conducive of strife and animosity. 
Any publisher who can not rise above religious preju- 
dices, and who attempts to impose upon the general 
| public by disseminating his intolerable sectarian dog-

In this section, wherever it is possible, the Presby- 
terians always make it a special point to gain absolute 
control of every union school. If this can not be done 
successfully, they either attempt to introduce a fire 
brand in the shape of the “Westminster Catechism” or 
dissolve their connection entirely. Apparently, a ma- 
jority of them give themselves no concern as regards 
the moral and religious advancement of the children. 
Their only aim and object seems to be to educate them 
in the peculiar doctrines of the church, The building

Frequent allusion has been made by those who at- 
tended the conference at Romeo of the revival interest 
there. The meetings were continued for a while and 
resulted in a few conversions. February 2d there 
were three received into the church. Union meetings 
were commenced about the middle of January and 
continued to March Ist, alternating between the Bap- 
tist, M. E.,and Christian churches. The result has not 
been what was hoped, though much good has been 
done. A better acquaintance has been formed, and a 
deeper spirit of consecr.tion and Christian love be- 
tween the real workers in the respective churches—the 
elements of darkness have been deeply agitated and 
several have confessed Christ. 

Some unpleasant circumstances have recently occur- 
red—-one of the pastors is at present under the ban, 
and has, probably, with his church, withdrawn from 
the union work. A division in the church seems im- 
minent. 

Bro. Young is much fatigued by the incessant la- 
bors of the winter and other pressing cares, and though 
a few of the disaffected may wish him to retire from 
the field, the church last Saturday decided otherwise, 
all present but two voting in the affirmative—two re- 
mained neutral. The probabilities are that he will 
remain another year to fight it out on this line. While 
conversing with him, he remarked, ‘‘We have now 
reached an important crisis, and yet,” said he, “I feel 
sure of victory.” He said he thought he and Bro. 
Morgan (M. E.) would continue the meetings. 

As a church we are numerically small and financially 
weak, yet the friends outside the church have rallied 
and come nobly to our aid, and Bro. Thurston reported 
that fifteen or twenty dollars on the last fifty dollars 
was pledged on the salary of $500. Some who have ob- 
served our church collections, attended conference 
here, etc., will doubtless be much surprised at this 
rating of strength. The fact is, from the time of its or- 
ganization this church has been blessed with some noble, 
generous souls. The church has paid out more money 
within the last sixteen years than any other body of 
equal means that I ever knew. 

Some of those noble ones have gone to where they 
have “laid up their treasures.” One aged pair, who 
have lost nearly all their property, now live in Kasson, 


Minnesota, dependent on their son—may he prove true 


to them and all bear them to the throne of grace. As 
some have passed away and dark clouds have overcast 
our sky, God in mercy has called others to fill their 
places. Surely he will not give his “heritage to re- 
proach.” 

After forty years of pionecr work in the ministry, I 
find myself unable to labor «ny more. I feel the depri- 
vation most keenly, and hope you will ask for me sus- 
taining grace. Love to all God’s children.

Having closed my protracted efforts with the churches 
of my charge—occupying seventy-five days of continu- 
ous hard work and many additions—I concluded, out 
of several invitations to assist in revival meetings, 
to accept the call of Rev. J. B. Lawwill, of Russell- 
ville, Brown County, Ohio, close to the place of my 
birth and amid the scenes of my early childhood, and 
in the same church that years ago used to echo to the 
sermons of the writer’s father in his early ministry, 
whose first sermon there, in September, 1839, was from 
the text, “The ant is a people not strong; the covey is 
a feeble flock,” ete. ; 

I started, February 18th, seventy miles west of Indi- 
anapolis, and 6 Pp. M. found:me in Indianapolis. Owing 
to the terrible flood then raging in the historic Ohio 
River at Cincinnati, there was only one train going to 
that city, and that was via Richmond, and Hamilton, 
Ohio, and only run within seven miles of the edge of 
the city, where I arrived at 11 P. M., and there took a 
steam canal-boat for the center of the city and glided 
along slowly, up to the roofs of some and the chimneys 
of other submerged houses, and to the second and third 
stories of others, where there were coal oil or tallow 
candle lights, for the entire city was in total darkness, 
and the rain was falling in torrents. One could not 
peer far away from the route. Everybody wanted to 
see, including the “‘fineky” lady with her volumes of, 
“Oh, my, such a pity!” “Oh, isn’t this terrible!” “Did 
you ever!” “Oh, just look there!”’ ete. 

At 12 o’clock midnight I landed in the city, close 
to a street car route, and in total darkness. Not 
willing to venture far in such a city, among its thieves 
and robbers, [ took the nearest hotel, the “Dennison,” 
at the small price of $2.25 for bed and breakfast—tor 
about three hours’ rest. 

At 7 a. M. Tuesday, the 19th, I was out on an excur- 
sion to the great Kentucky Southern and Cincinnati 
Railroad Bridge over the Ohio River, with my opera- 
glass, to behold from the middle of the river the most 
remarkable flood of this century in the Ohio River (71 
feetand finch). Eight o'clock found me on the bridge. 
On the way I was beseiged by those playing “flood suf- 
ferers,”’ “Please, sir, give mea dime to get bread for 
my family.”’ To one blear, sore-eyed fellow, with a red 
nose at full whisky bloom, I replied, “Yes sir; come 
this way, I will get you bread. Where is the bakery?” 
“Oh, no, too far,” he replied; ‘“‘me get him cheaper ner 
you. Give me the dime.” Thus it went for two or 
three squares. : 

When [arrived at the bridge the river had falleia 
about six feet, and as I turned my glass down stream 
and took in a sea of water for three miles and counted 
one hundred and sixty wrecked houses, the sight was 
fearful. One building had fallen in near the Little 
Miami Depot, a brick boarding-house, and had killed 
ten persons, part of them ladies. The city officers were 
engaged in removing the dead. One lady brought out 
had a broken rafter thrust through her body. As the 
crowd was great and my time limited and pick-pockets 
plenty, I did not stay but twenty minutes to view the 
sad sight. All had fallen head foremost, in their night- 
clothes. 

I looked into the second and third story windows of 
the houses in the flooded districts, and saw-all kinds of 
sights. Yonder is a flock of skiffs. 
out of a window and down a ladder. What is that dark 
object? Let me see! My glass covers the scene. Ah, 
it is a coffin being lowered by ropes to a platform! It 
is a Catholic funeral. There is a priest in his surplice. 
Let me see—forty is the number. Yes—

The Boston T’raveller, commenting up- 
on the pending bonded whisky scheme, 
says: “The extension of the time of pay- 
ment would make the government a more 
active partner in the whisky business 
Just so. And the 
pecuniary advantage would be all on the 
side of the whisky-ring and the political 
corruptionists. It is quite time that 
this partnership was dissolved. 


Most drunkards say that they formed 
a liking for liquor in their youth. Then 
if our youth can be saved from the habits 
of intemperance, most of our men may 
be saved from drunkenness. The Sab- 
bath-school, the Band of Hope and 
(Christian mothers have this mostly under 
control. Let teachers feel this as they 
go to their classes, and do their duty. 
Let mothers feel this, and not only keep 
their children temperate, but instill into 
their minds a healthy prejudice against 
intemperance that may last through life. 


We hear much of the poverty and dis- 
tress of the people of Ireland, and this 
has been by some attributed to the op- 
pression of the British government; but 
the worst enemy of Ireland is whisky, 
and her greatest oppressor the habits of 
her own people. During the past year 
the sum spent by the Irish people for 
drink amounted to more than $55,000,000. 
Could this vast sum be appropriated for 
the real good of the people, and at the 
same time all the expense which this 
drinking habit engenders be saved, the 
Irish people would soon emerge from 
their degradation, change the whole as- 
pect of affairs in the Emerald isle, and 
become the possessors of Irish soil. 


United States Senator Ingalls, of Kan- 
sas, is credited with saying that the pro- 
hibitory liquor law of that state is more 
popular and better enforced than ever 
before. We imagine that it is more pop- 
ular because it is better enforced. A 
law, however judicious it may be, if al- 
lowed to remain as a dead letter upon 
the statute book, can not of course 
awaken the enthusiasm or admiration of 
men. We are an intensely practical 
people; we want statutes that condemn 
the wrong, and we want them vigorously 
enforced. Such laws impartially execut- 
ed will usually’ win the approval of our 
people. 


The shame and disgrace of our officials 
drinking liquor and smoking cigars at 
public expense, especially at the burial 
of our honored dead, ought to be no 
longer tolerated. The people have not 
yet forgotten the disgraceful exhibition 
of congressmen and others drinking and 
smoking as they bore the remains of 
President Garfield to their last resting
